On the back of this sheet are some program lines. After you’ve 
connected your 2468 Microdrive, Load Tasword II from your 
Cassette player. Press the Symbol Shift and Stop keys to get to 


—Acthe Tasword II main menu. Press "b" for BASIC and <ENTER>. You 
' are now able to list the BASIC portion of Tasword II to your 


screen. Now, change and/or add the program lines as they appear 
on the back of this sheet. 

Cnce you have performed all of the changes, press "RUN" and 
<ENTER> and you should find yourself looking at the text file 
screen. Again, press the Symbol shift and Stop keys to get to 
the main menu. If you look closely, you’11 see the changes in 
this menu include a new title and the addition of a "water 
directory” to the previous selections. Insert a previously 
certified microwafer into your 2466S Microdrive and press "t" for 
"save tasword". Press <ENTER> and the Microdrive should begin to 
Operate... one of it’s red lights will light up. When it finds 
a spot to put Tasword II on the wafer, both red lights will 
display... telling you that the drive is writing the program 
Onto itself. Verification will be automatic and a notification 
that both Tasword and Tascode have been verified will appear on 
your screen. 


Tasword IT/Microdrive Operating Tips 

The Wafer directory (from main menu) will start the microdrive 
searching through the wafer for a file it can never find. As it 
Passes each existing file, the filename will be displayed on 
your screen. It will continue to search even after displaying 
all existing files, so you have to press BREAK and RUN to get 
back to Tasword II. We hope to have instructions that will cause 
the search to end after one cycle, but don’t have them yet. 

Saving, verifying, and loading text files is easier than you 
might think. Once a file has been entered, go to the main menu 
and select "s" to save the text file. When you are asked to give 
the file name, enter it in Microdrive langauge. That is: 
@i,filename. The @. symbol activates the Microdrive. "i" is the 
file number, and then the filename. Don’t forget to separate the 
number from the name with a comma. Press <ENTER> after you have 
typed the filename in this fashion. You’11l next be asked if you 
want to verify the Save. You always want to verify. So answer 
yes. The verification file name is different from the save file 
name. You leave out the the file number and the comma. Loading a 
file and merging a file, you use the same filename as 
verification uses, That is, you leave out the file number and 
the comma. SAVE filenames look like this: GH,f. LOAD, MERGE, and 
Verify filenames look like this: Gf 

Other than the above functions, Tasword II operates the same 
for the Microdrive as it does for cassette systems. 


Microdrive Tip 

The Microdrive manual states that you can only have § files 
per microwater. Actually, you can have something like 20%. The 
trick is that you can have only 9 file wvumbers. The file 
number doesn’t have to be a number, however. You can have a file 
number "i" or "A", or any character. Look on page 241 of your 
2943 manual and you can see the beginning of the list of 
possible file "numbers" beginning with 2.
